Ambassador Eduardo Z. Ro 
mualda, 64, a cousin of the wife 
of Philippines President Ferdi­ 
nand Marcos, was said to have 
been shaken but uninjured. 
Another hostage, Mario Lag­ 
dameo. the nephew of a former 
Philippine ambassador to the 
United States, Ernesto Lag­

Lechoco was taken away by 
the FBI. possibly to face U.S. 
government charges. His own 
country had promised it would 
not prosecute.

Amid Veiled Protests 
TOKYO <UPI) — Emperor 
Hirohito welcomed President 
Ford to Japan today and drove 
with him through streets lined 
with politely cheering crowds to 
the Imperial Palace. 
There were no demonstra­ 
tions 
along 
the 
route, 
but 
490,000 railway workers went on 
strike, 
partially 
to 
protest 
Ford’s visit, closing down much 
of the nation’s rail transporta­ 
tion. 
The 73-year-old Em peror 
drove to the Geihinkan, Japan’s 
official guest house, to meet the 
first American chief executive 
ever to visit Japan. 
There, in a courtyard of the 
guest mansion, under a bril­ 
liant, cloudless sky, the 38th 
President of the United States 
and Japan’s 124th sovereign, 
each dressed in formal morning 
clothes, 
bowed 
and 
shook 
hands. 
The emperor’s band played 
both national anthems and the 
Michigan fight song. 


“It’s wonderful to be here ... 
how fine to see you. .... I am 
glad to be here, it’s wonderful 
...” Ford said as he walked 
down 
a 
line 
of 
diplomats 
shaking hands, apparently en­ 
joying the moment. 
Subdued cries of “ banzai”' 
(long live the Emperor) went 
up from the crowds, mostly 
women in kimonos and school- 
age youngsters, as Hirohito 
drove Ford to the Imperial 
Palace in his limousine. Heli­ 
copters hovered over the 29-car 
motorcade. 
At the palace, grand in its 
simplicity, the Emperor intro­ 
duced the President to Empress 
Nagako, 70', in a

private meeting.

Leaving the imperial palace 
for that meeting. Ford stopped 
his limousine briefly to shake 
hands with some of the 1,500 
people gathered outside the 
gates crossing one of the moats 
surrounding the imperial com­ 
pound. 


Police stood every 10 yards 
along the route the President’s 
motorcade took to and from the 
palace. There were no incidents 
and only one sign which read 
“Welcome President Ford” was 
visible.

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — Pickets marched in the 
shadow of the Indiana Statehouse Monday as Greyhound 
employes struck in a wage dispute. The strikers, carrying 
signs, established lines at the Greyhound bus terminal 
just across Capitol Avenue from the seat of state govern­ 
ment. Indiana Greyhound drivers, terminal workers and 
maintenance and office employes were among those in 48 
states who left their jobs when a 2 p.m. EST deadline 
arrived with no settlement of a contract issue The 
pickets, some wearing drivers’ uniforms, carried signs 
saying they were “on strike’’ despite the fact that 
negotiations continued past the strike deadline hours at

Is Safe9 Lions Speaker Says 


Nuclear generation of elec­ 
tricity has a 100 per cent safety 
record which can not be m at­ 
ched by any other industry, 
according to Jerry Palm a, 
public relations representative 
of Public Service Indiana. Mr. 
Palma made this statement to 
members of the Rushville Lions 
Club at their meeting Monday 
night at the Durbin Hotel. 
The speaker said that his 
company has plans for con­ 
struction of a nuclear plant at 
Madison with a target date for 
operation in 1983. Cost of the 
installation will be one billion 
two hundred million dollars, he 
said. 


Using

to 
illustrate the processes by 
which 
electric 
energy 
is 
generated, Mr. Palma outlined 
the difference between use of 
nuclear power for destruction 
and its other use for the benefit 
of mankind. In the plant to be 
built by PSI heat derived from 
uranium, will be used instead of 
fossil fuel or water power to 
drive the turbines. Fifty nuclear 
plants were said to be in use in 
the United States at the present 
time with 57 more in various 
stages of construction. Nuclear 
plants have been in use in Great 
Britain and West Germany as 
well as other countries for some 


time, it was pointed out. 
O bjections to the use of 
nuclear energy made by a 
“ heckler" were completely 
negated by explanations of the 
care which is used in licensing 
plants by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and controlled 
waste disposal to be carried out.

■ We’re evaluating the perform­ 
ance of federal, state and volunteer 
agencies in dealing with disasters, 
largely through a review of activi­ 
ties during the tragic April tor­ 
nadoes. 
I think that any reasonable view 
of the state's activities has to con­ 
clude that concerned agencies re­ 
sponded in a superior fashion. The 
National Guard, State Police, Civil 
Defense agencies and volunteer 
groups were on the scene quickly 
— and that is important. 
A total of $6.1 million federal 
funding has been authorized for 
disaster aid and rebuilding efforts. 
In addition the federal Small Busi­ 
ness A d m in istratio n approved 
home loans totaling $6.8 million 
and business loans totaling $6.7 
million. 
Volunteer agencies were respon­ 
sible for a massive outpouring of 
aid. The Red Cross, for example, 
had more than 2.000 volunteers on 
hand at the peak of the disaster ef­ 
fort and pro vided m ore than 
$350,000 in food, clothing, and re­ 
building assistance. 
The Salvation Army served more 
than 120,000 meals. 
Many other agencies provided 
substantial amounts of help. 
Although there were some rough 
spots, the federal-state disaster 
assistance centers proved to be a 


valuable program. One of our con­ 
cerns, however, is that the com­ 
plexity of federal disaster proce­ 
dures delayed federal intervention. 
We also found that many com­ 
munications systems used by civil 
defense agencies were not com­ 
patible. Differences in hardware 
and com m unications networks 
h a m p e r e d 
e f f e c t i v e 
c o m ­ 
munication. 
We’ve already done quite a bit to 
solve that problem in order that 
life-saving communication will be 
more efficient. 
I make note of this excellent rec­ 
ord of service during the April tor­ 
nadoes to underscore one fun­ 
damental point. 
When a disaster occurs, every­ 
one gets interested in civil defense 
and disaster preparedness. But as 
the months pass, as some people 
forget, and as other problems 
emerge, the interest seems to di­ 
minish. 
Our evaluation of the state's 
disaster capabilities is designed, in 
part, to maintain that interest, to 
heighten awareness, and to insure 
that necessary refinements are 
made. 
I hope that we never will need to 
cope with another disaster. History 
indicates that at some future time, 
we will. 
We intend to be prepared.

Consumers Aggravated At 
Pricing Pasteover Practice

W ASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
head of a

chain said today stores which 
stop the p ra c tic e of pasting 
higher price tags on top of 
lower 
ones 
are 
not 
really 
saving the shopper any money. 
John Whitney, president of 
Pathm ark Stores, a N ortheast­ 
ern chain, told a hearing into 
repricing 
that 
his 
company 
adopted a no-pasteover policy 
because 
of 
consumer 
com ­ 
plaints. But he said he feared 
the 
whole 
idea 
was 
being 
overplayed as a real consumer 
benefit. 
Whitney told the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability that 
his chain—the 10th largest in 
the country—has suffered high­ 
er labor costs under its new' 
system in which lower priced 
food is allowed to remain on 
the shelf until it is sold. 
Because these higher costs 
are eventually passed on to the 
consumer 
there is 
“no net 
saving” for the food shopper, 
he said. 


There are currently 20 bills 
on the subject awaiting action 
in 
Congress, 
and 
today’s 
hearing 
was 
called 
so 
the 
council could develop a position 
on the controversy. 


Virginia Knauer, President 
F ord’s consum er adviser who 
co-chaired the hearing, said her 
office gets m ore mail complain­ 
ing a tout on-the-shelf repricing 
than anything else.

American wheat and 1 million 
tons of corn sometime between 
Nov. 4 and Nov. 12. This is the

agreed to let Russia take after 
halting 
an 
earlier 
planned 
purchase of 3.4 million tons 
because of its potential impact 
on prices which were already 
skyrocketing due to a reduced 
U.S. harvest. 
The report on export sales

traders showed that during the 
week ending 
Nov. 
3 
Egypt 
canceled 
pending 
contracts 
calling for shipment of 400,000 
tons of wheat between then and 
next June 30. 
Officials said they could not 
explain the new figures noting 
that 250 000 tons of the orders 
appeared to have been shifted 
forw ard to call for delivery 
after next July 1, thus leaving a 
net reduction of about 150,000 
tons. 
Shortly after those changes 
were registered but before they 
were publicly reported, Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
was in Cairo Nov. 9 announcing

It is typical of 
American justice, the only 
country in the world to suppress 
evidence of criminal activity 
gained by illegal search.

AEROSOLS FADING? 
COLLEGE STATION, Tex. 
(UPI) — A Texas Agriculture 
Extension Service resource 
management specialist says 
aerosol hair sprays might be on 
the way out. 
“Reports of malfunctions and 
health hazards with aerosol 
sprays have caused the indus­ 
try to turn to pump-style bottles 
for hair spray,” Janice Carber- 
ry said. “But hair sprays will 
have to be reformulated before 
they can be put into non-aerosol 
packages. Only 50 to 70 per 
cent of the spray is active 
ingredients. The rest is propel­ 
lants.” 
She said that for years pump 
bottles were used for dispensing 
hair conditioners and settling 
lotions but only recently have 
been 
considered 
for 
hair 
sprays. She said the cost of the 
pump-style sprays would be 
comparable to the aerosols.

DALLAS (UPI) — A doctor 
said today rheumatic fever and 
heart 
attack 
patients 
who 
develop a leaky valve in the 
heart’s main chamber can be 
kept alive by a new drug that 
relaxes the blood system. 
Dr. William. Grossman of the 
University of North Carolina 
said the drug, sodium nitro- 
prusside. has saved the lives of 
two pa tiente who were near 
death and in need of corrective 
surgery. 
The drug relaxes arteries and 
Towers resistance to blood flow 
throughout the body, easing the 
strain on the heart. 
Grossman told the opening 
session of the American. Heart 
Association four-day conference 
the drug discovery stemmed 
from a 1922 study on dogs. 
The leaky valve is fairly 
common in victims of rheumat­ 
ic fever, heart attack and 
bacteriological infection. 
The problem comes from a 
mal functioning 
mitral 
valve 
which regulates blood flow into 
the left ventricle of the heart. If 
the valve allows blood to spill 
back into the left ventricle,, 
pressure increases in the veins 
draining the lungs and causes 
severe congestion and shortness 
of breath...

Better Remember to 
Stamp Your Letters 


FORTWAYNE, Ind. — Local 
Post Offices throughout the 
United 
States 
will 
stop 
delivering stampless mail after 
November 16 in accordance 
with a major rule change just 
adopted by the U. S. Postal 
.Service. 
The new regulation directs 
Post Office employes to return 
to the senders all letters mailed 
without any stamps — provided 
that the senders' return ad­ 
dresses are shown on the en­ 
velopes. When return addresses 
are not shown, the letters will 'be 
sent to the “dead-letter" office. 
General Telephone Company 
of Indiana today reminded its 
customers to make sure they 
put stamps and return ad­ 
dresses on all their letters 
before dropping them into the 
mail. 
“Care in stamping and return- 
addressing will go a long way 
toward 
insuring 
that 
the 
telephone company, as well as 
other businesses, will receive 
customers’ bill payments," said 
Vice-President — Operations 
Donald G. Prigmore. “The new 
rule also covers all kinds of 
social mail as well," he pointed 
out. 
Traditionally, local 
Post 
Offices have delivered stam­ 
pless — “non-paid" — letters to 


recipients and then collected the 
postage due from them. 
In 
the 
last 
few 
years, 
however, 
the 
practice 
of 
deliberately mailing letters 
without any stamps has become 
increasingly popular among 
consumers who wish to register 
their dissatisfaction with the 
quality of products, poor ser­ 
vice, and high prices. As a 
result, the costs to businesses in 
paying postage-due amounts as 
well as to the Postal Service in 
handling non-pair mail have 
intreased significantly... 
In the past, some companies 
have refused to accept postage- 
due 
mail, 
but 
General 
Telephone of Indiana has made 
a practice of paying the Post 
Office for amounts due on 
stampless letters. 
The new rule will no longer 
permit such a practice, and 
local Post Office employes are 
under orders to either return 
stampless . ters to the senders 
or send them, to the dead-letter 
office.

Nine other police wives and a 
sociologist.

Mrs Webber thinks less hate 
is being displayed toward police 
these days and she is glad.

Indiana Outdoors 


By DON JORDAN 
UPI Indiana Outdoor Writer 
Hunting season for the vast 
majority of the state’s hunters 
is here at last. 
It began Friday at 9 a.m. as 
the Hoosier state’s upland game 
season—rabbit , quail and pheas­ 
ant-opened amid reports of low 
bird populations and unharvest­ 
ed fields. 
Throughout the state, corn and 
bean fields are to a large de­ 
gree unharvested, and this 
heavy rams have slow'ed the 
harvest even more in most of 
the state, meaning it may be 
two or three more weeks before 
hunters can get. into the fields 
where the game is found. 
Hunters must take this fact, 
into account and remember that 
in order to keep relationships 
between themselves and land­ 
owners on a good basis, (romp­ 
ing through these unharvested 
fields must be avoided. 
The Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources has predicted 
an average or below average 
year for quail and pheasant 
hunting in the state, but. the 
rabbit crop is believed to be up 
from, last year or at least, as 
good in 1973. 
If you haven’t already done 
so, it’s time to get out and talk 
with landowners, seeking per­ 
mission to hunt on this private 
land. 
Courtesy and consideration of 
a landowner’s property and de­ 
sires will earn you favor and 
increase the amount of private 
land available to other hunters 
besides yourself . This will work 
in your favor too when seeking 
permission to hunt new spots. 
Landowners judge hunters by 
those who hunt their land. Re­ 
member that, if you, ever expect 
to hunt much private land in 
the future. 


Don’t park your car in a wet 
yard or access road where the 
vehicle might leave deep ruts. 
Do a bit of trash collection 
along roadsides or fence rows 
where rubbish collects. 
Hunt only those u 'eas speci­ 
fied. by the landowner—don’t 
cross that fence the fiymer told 
you not to.

Stay away from livestock and 
don’t discharge your firearm 
around farm animals or out 
buildings. 
Take care crossing fences , too . 
Besides remembering 
safety 
rules—opening the breach anc 
handing the gun to another be­ 
fore crossing the fence, e tc - 
keep in mind also that putting 
up fences is hard work and if a 
hunter tears a fence down, it is 
remembered. Cross only 
at 
strong posts where your body 
weight won’t break the wire. 
And. if you down a strand of 
wire or find a. broken spot, 
either report it to the landowner 
or fix it yourself. Some image- 
minded hunters carry a bit of 
coat hanger and a pair of wire 
cutters to make minor fence re­ 
pairs. 
Remember to close and latch 
any gates you pass through on 
the way to a hunting area. 
In stopping at prospective 
hunting spots, be sure to identify 
yourself and tell the landowner 
where you live. 
Offer a portion of any game 
you might take to the land ow ner. 
Be a nice person and you’ll 
find, more hunting spots open in 
the future.

dog sliced 
the 
night, 
reaching the hunters in the 
blackness 
like 
a 
fog 
horn 
reaches ships. 
"It’s 
the 
Walker,” 
Jake 
Peters 
said, unleashing 
a 
stream of tobbaco juice. "He’s 
on a tree” 
A few moments later, the 
eager voice of a young hound 
joined the steady voice of the 
older dog. 
"The 
pup’s 
there, 
too," 
Darrell Fowler said, taking off 
on the heels of Peters. 
Sharp thorns tore at exposed 
flesh, 
fallen logs 
became 
stumbling blocks, and saplings 
sprung 
back with 
stinging 
slaps, but the hunters pushed 
into the darkness closer to the 
baying of the hounds. 
The dogs had waited a year 
for the chance to practice what 
had been bred into them, and 
the hot scent of the treed 
raccoon drove them to a point 
of madness. The Walker lunged 
at the tree in great leaps, 
sinking his front claws into the 
rough bark five-feet above the 
ground, 
dangling 
there 
for 
seconds as his howls echoed 
through the w'oods. Again and 
again he fell, only to continue 
his 
assault 
at 
the raccoon 
perched 20 feet higher. 
The flashlights of the hunters 
located the animal in the crotch 
of the tree. It’s eyes gave it 
away, gleaming for a moment, 
as the light beam hit them. 
Peters chambered a shell in 
his .22 carbine, took aim and 
squeezed the trigger. 
If there was any life in the 
raccoon when it dropped to the 
ground, 
the 
dogs 
ended 
it 
before the hunters could pull 
them apart. 
As soon as the hounds were 
satisfied their work was com­ 
pleted, they disappeared again. 
Before the night was over for 
the hunters, the incident was 
repeated more than a dozen, 
times. 
Occasionally the raccoons 


came out ahead, holing up in a 
den tree or escaping into a 
drainage pipe. But more often 
that night, it was the dogs and 
hunters. 
Coon 
hunting 
is 
unique 
because success generally is 
based upon the performance of 
the dogs. A boar (older) coon 
can lead a dog for miles, and 
never be treed. If it comes to 
making a stand, experienced 
coons may lead a dog to a river 


or creek and fight it out in the 
water. In such cases, the coon 
may 
force 
a 
dogs 
head 
underwater and drown him.. 
However, such incidents are 
exceptions rather than the rule, 
and usually the raccoon will 
seek a tree where he feels he is 
safe from the hounds. 
"A lot of coon hunters make 
the mistake of not having faith 
in their dogs,’’ P eters said. 
"You’ve got to believe in your 
dog went he taps a tree if you 
want to get coons.” 
For Peters, of Clifton. 111., 
hunting raccoons is more than 


just a sport. The price of 
raccoon 
pelts 
was 
at 
a 
premium last year, and were 
expected to be the same this 
year. 


“We 
read 
that 
the 
fur 
demand is supposed to be as 
good this year," Peters said 
"But that’s not what the fur 
buyers are saying. They say 
the warehouses in New York 
still have stockpiles, and that a 
big sale of furs to Japan fell 
through." 
However, Peters said he will 
wait out the market with the 


furs he gets from hunting and 
trapping this year. 


“ If the fur prices drop, I can 
do just as good as I always 
do," he said. "When prices are 
high, everybody trys to pick up 
extra 
money 
trapping 
and 
hunting But when the prices 
are low, they don’t feel its 
worth it. 


"I end up about the same 
because I get more areas to 
hunt and trap, and make up the 
difference 
with 
more 
furs, 
although it means I have to 
work a little harder."

Boxing Or Football When 
It Was Introduced 
In County 


Richland Was First 
School To Play It 
By W .W. G. HOUGLAND 
Although basketball is one of 
the youngest of m ajor sports, 
the gam e had advanced with 
seven-league boots since the 
Rush County a th letes first 
stumbled 
around on 
outside 
courts at the turn of the century. 
High 
school 
b a sk e tb a ll’s 
popularity has 
made a 
Big 
Business out of the game which 
first was 
introduced 
in 
the 
county about 40' years ago, with 
Richland school pioneering this 
sport locally. 
Now, 
the 
play ers 
have 
m odern 
gym nasium s, 
fine 


uniforms and other equipment, 
well-trained coaches, cheering 
crowds of followers, and all 
facilities necessary for their 
comfort and efficiency. 
The Beginnings 
When Rush County basketball 
was in its infancy, the team s 
performed largely on rough, 
outside courts or in equally 
rough poorly-lighted halls . In 
most cases, the boys purchased 
the equipm ent, bought or m ade 
th eir own su its, frequently 
erected the baskets, drum m ed 
up th e ir own crow ds, and 
coached themselves. 
Rules were usually agreed 
upon before each gam e by the 
re fe re e 
and 
the 
opposing 


p lay ers. 
The 
principal 
regulation regarded as a foul 
was the practice of using a 
closed fist against an opponent. 
In basketball’s youth, a stern 
forerunner of the present-day 
centerline rule was in effect. 
Only the two centers could rove 
over the court, at will. The 
forwards were cooped up in 
their end of the floor, and the 
guards likewise were forbidden 
to cross the center line 
Another regulation was used 
by 
some 
team s 
when 
they 
played in the great, outdoors. 
Whenever a ball rolled out of 
bounds, 
it 
becam e 
the 
possession of the first player 
who touched it. Although many 


of the men who pioneered local 
basketball now disagree as to 
when and by whom the first 
ga.rn.es were played, all are in 
unison on one point: 
“ These kids who play today 
(1940) certainly have it soft!” 
Since newspapers practically 
ignored basketball when that 
sport 
m ade its local bow, 
definite inform ation on the 
gam e’s history is difficult to 
obtain, inasmuch as many of the 
early players now' find it hard to 
agree on dates and names... 
It 
apparently 
was 
in 
the 
winter of 1903-04 that basketball 
got its start in Rushville, and 
Dr. Charles < >i ton, local dentist, 
can be blamed or credited for 


this introduction. 
Dr. Green, a dental college 
freshman at Indianapolis, had 
seen the boys playing a new 
gam e up at the big city and he 
told the local lads about it when 
he cam e home. Hugh Mauzy, 
whose brother, Ixmis. was one of 
the first RHS net players, also 
returned from Earl ham, college 
with information on the sport 
which has become so popular. 
Stirred by the reports given 
by the local collegians, m em ­ 
bers of the Nonpareil Athletic 
Club here took prom.pt. action. 
This 
young 
m en’s 
organization, with headquarters 
on the 3rd floor of the Bowen 
building on on 
Main Street. 


fitted 
up 
R u shville’s 
first 
basketball court in 1903 
Since the room was bit sm all, 
the goals were hung on the end 
walls and the entire space used 
as a playing floor. The first 
games were played by team s 
com posed 
of 
various 
club 
members. 
S everal 
of 
those 
hardy 
basketball pioneers describe the 
gam e then as no pink tea affair. 
“ It 
w a s," 
they 
ag ree, 
“ rougher than either football or 
boxing.” 
The 
Nonpareil. 
Club was 
composed of young men both in 
and out of high school. Boxing 
was one of its favorite sports 
and. a fte r having ram m ed

Elementary Basketball Promotes Activities For Bush County Youth 


The 
e lem en tary 
school 
basketball program will enter 
its eighth year of exsistence this 
year. The program has proven 
successful in the past, and many 
changes have been m ade to 
improve the league. 
Most of the children 
par­ 
ticipating in this program are 
ages 10, 11, and 12. This league 
has 
a definite puppose 
and 
philosophy for its exsistence. 
The 
ad m in istra tors 
who 
w orked 
in 
developing 
the 
program felt 
that 
as 
many 
students as possible should be 
allowed to participate in the 
basketball program . Therefore, 
anyone who comes out for the 
team s in any school is allowed to 


play. No one is denied the op­ 
portunity because of lack of 
ability. 
The program is more of a 
recreational release more than 
anything else, and the children 
are encouraged to play for the 
fun of playing, rather than the 
n ecessity 
of 
w inning. 
The 
children are guided and en­ 
co uraged by the resp ectiv e 
coaches and are not pressured 
in to a "win or else” situation. It 
has been rather successful from 
this standpoint, and an integral 
p art 
of any 
g rad e 
school 
program . 
Everything 'possible has been 
done to keep the gam es away 
from the “pressure” situation. 


The gam.es are not scheduled as 
reserve or varsity situations, 
therefore all gam es are slated 
for the sam e time of day. 
The elem entary program has 
been aided a. great deal by Bill 
Gray. Mr.. Gray, in the first year 
of 
the elem entary 
program , 
started a program at the high 
school known as the 
Officials 
Club. The m em bership is made 
up of high school boys who 
travel to the elem entary games 
and act as officials. These boys 
who referee for the program 
gain valuable experience as 
referees, and also help cut the 
cost of the program . Without the 
aid of these young men, it has 
been stated that the program 


would not. be able to function. 
A dm ittedly, these boys a re 
inexperienced in officiating and 
they do m ake m istakes, but 
everything is done to keep as 
m uch pressure as possible from 
them, also. What little admission 
charged to see the gam es is used 
for an appreciation dinner for 
these young men at the end of 
the year. 
The program is run under 
certain guidelines which set the 
time of the gam es and the length 
of the gam es. For instance, in 
order to let the boys have more 
playing tim e, and to control the 
gam e better, no team is allowed 
to press the opponent before the 
last minute of the game.No zone 


presses are allowed. All of these 
are m ade with the purpose of 
letting the participating boys 
have a recreational program . 
Two new ideas, one in use for 
the last four years and one new 
this year, are promoting the 
league even more. 
The scheduling of the games 
is left up to the two coaches 
involved. The directors of the 
league set up the week, in which 
the two team s are to play, and 
then the two individual coaches 
get together on the phone and 
set the exact date for the gam e 
to be played. This has worked 
very successfully in. the past and 
is used to date. 
A new change this year for the 


elem entary program, will allow;’ 
the 
team s 
and 
mem bers 
a 
different kind of exposure to the 
Rush County community. 
Each of the 11 elem entary 
schools 
will 
send 
2 
boys 
(decided by the coach) to play 
during the half-time of 
the 
junior varsity home basketball 
games. These 22 boys will be 
divided into two team s, and 
each, boy will receive equal 
playing tim e during the play. No 
free throw's will be shot to keep 
the gam e moving so that more 
playing tim e will be available. 
Different coaches from the 11 
schools will be in charge on the 
different 
gam e 
nights. 
This 
opportunity is the result of deep 


in te re st 
in. the elem e n ta ry 
program . 
As has already been stated, 
the 
e lem en tary 
bask etb all 
program is designed to insure 
recreation for the young people 
of the schools. For many of the 
youth, it will be the last time 
they have a chance to play in a 
school organized b asketball 


league and every idea of" the 
league puts forth the effort that 
they do get to participate. The 
program builds a lasting con- 
sciencessness for the youth of 
the community. Those people in. 
charged should be thanked for 
the trem endous effort put forth 
for the elem entary basketball 
program

in the old Kramer building, 
where the Hoosier Dairy now 
stands i200 block of North 
Morgan) and had on its roster 
C 'a Id well, Worth i ng t on, M oore, 
(iunning, Brecheisen, Pearsey, 
Wolcott, and others.” 
In The Schools 
The grade and high school 
boys quickly took up the game 
and erected goals in the school 
yards and on vacant lots. One 
popular court was installed on a 
vacant lot on North Jackson 
Street near 8th, and was used by 
perhaps the first basketball 
team, organized in the local 
schools. Symbolically known as 
the Pioneers, this club was 
formed in 1905 and was com­ 
posed mainly of boys still in the 
grades. 
Since the new sport was 
springing up in other towns, the 
local youngsters actually had a 
few games with quintets from 
neighboring schools. 
Howard Ewbank (deceased 
father of H. Farrer, R. R. 7) a 
member of the Pioneers, 
remembers playing one game at 
Arlington and another at 
Morristown. Others playing on 
this team were Eli Kinney, Otis 
Cox, Gus Williams, Leon Smith, 
John Ong, and Harold Sniff. 
Rusults of these long-ago net 
contests are forgot ton, but 
Howard recollects that the local 
boys changed their clothes in a 
wood shed near the Arlington 
school house, and that after the 
game was over, the lads 
discovered that the janitor had 
locked the place up and had 
gone home. 
Clothes cha n gi ng, however, 
was not necessary for many of 
the boys who played basketball 
when. it. was young. 
At first, the athletes per­ 
formed in street attire Then, 
some of the boys began to fix up 
a semblance of a uniform. 
A few of our early basketball 
heroes appeared in long tights 
before the era of knee-length 
pants and short-sleeve shirts. 
Many of the boys discovered 
that tennis slippers were fine for 
basketball playing, hut others 
stuck to their civilian shoes, 
while several of the daredevils 
performed in their sock feet. 
One local chap reportedly cut 
down a pair of old rubber boots 
to the right size. 
Baseball socks were favored 
as a part of the basket player’s 
attire in the early 1900’s, while 
v oluminous kneepads also came 
in rather early. 
It was not until the fall of 1907, 
if the old-timer can be believed, 
that Rushville High .School had 
its first organzied team, 
although some pick-up games 
between quintets of this and 
other towns occurred before 
that date. 
Their activity took place 
shortly after the present 
Graham High School mow 
junior high) building was 


Memorial Gym 
Memorial gymnasium, at 
Rushville was one of the earliest 
of fine basketball courts in 
southeastern Indiana, and for 
many years one of the finest in 
this part of the state. 
Dedicated and opened in 1926, 
it was built at a cost of $85,000 by 
a group of public spirited 
citizens, who formed the Rush­ 
ville Athletic Corporation, 
sponsoring the construction of 
the 11th Street building. It has 
remained virtually unchanged 
to this day. Until the con­ 
struction of the 7,000 capacity 
fieldhouse at Connersville and 
later the larger one at New 
Castle. Rushville hosted sec­ 
tional and regional tourneys for 
many years. Although the 
seating capacity is only 3,500, 
many times the crowds sur­ 
passed that figure by 1,000 in the 
days before this was illegal. 


completed to replace tne 
structure which had burned. 
Professor J. H Scholl, city 
school superintendent, and the 
RHS football team went to work 
and constructed a gymnasium 
in what the contractors of the 
new building had meant to be an 
auditorium. Rushville High 
School's first official basketball 
home is now the junior high 
school assembly room. (Third 
floor. Graham building). 
The Republican’s brief ac­ 
count of the first historic game 
stated that ‘‘Moffett suffered a 
badly sprained ankle, and that 
the teams played two halves of 
twenty minutes each, with a ten 
minute rest period.” 
It is not recorded what town 
opposed Rushville in the first 
official inter-school net game. 
Local papers of December in 
1907 carried notices that 
Gwynneville was scheduled to 
meet the Rushville boys, but no 
further mention of this match 
was given. Perhaps the game 
was not played; perhaps 
Gwynneville trounced the locals 
so soundly that The Republican 
received no report of it. 
First Publicity 
Although basketball hardly 
rated space in the journals way 
back when, the Rushville paper 
did relate a game between the 
local net ter s and Shelby v ill e 
High School here in January of 
1908. Rushville won 22-7, and 
featured a line-up of Miner and 
Banker, forwards; Williams, 
center; and Smith and Dennis, 
guards. Officials were W. A. 
Stockinger, 
local 
faculty 
member who assisted the Rush­ 
ville team , and Professor 
Spurting of Shelbyville. 
Scholastic requirements were 
quite elastic in those days and , 
with boys dropping in and out of 
school almost every whipstitch, 
it was hard to maintain a 
regular team 
With a limited schedule, both 
at home and. abroad, Rushville’s 
early basketball game hardly 
induced the public to come out 
in great numbers. 
The boys themselves hustled 
around and sold game tickets 
for a quarter each and then, as 
some of the former players 
recalled, “nobody much would 
attend but our families." When 
the team took on of its in­ 
frequent trips, the athletes 
would pass the hat for expen.se 
money. Football had to carry 
the financial load for several 
year, a far cry from, today. 
Jack Knecht, local merchant 
who had been soliciting various 
community projects for nearly 
35 years, is credited by several 
of these old-time basketball 
boys with helping make the 
game stick. Jack, who clerked 
in Silverberg’s clothing store, 
would help the students sell 
tickets and then unsually make 
up the deficit himself. 
Earnest B. Thomas, former 
public official, was described as 
being one of the most faithful of 
the few basketball fans of that 
long-ago period. 
As for the officials, each team 
usually carried its own. Glen 
Moore says that he referred the 
first high school game while 
Hugh Mauzy, who recollects 
being smacked one time by an 
irate fan at Richmond, also was 
one of the first whistle-tooters. 
Professor 
Stockinger, 
a 
m athem atics 
teacher, oc­ 
casionally doubled as a referee 
and quasi'-coach. 
Gymnasiums 
Although the gymnasium used 
by the first. RHS squad in 1907 
would be scorned by the 
younger generation of athletes, 
it was a big improvement over 
the outside courts which some 
schools used for many years 
after that date. 
And the local playing floor 
also had it over most of the other 
indoor courts which had been 
installed in some towns thirty 
and more years ago. 
Dressing rooms were few and 
far between, and often the boys 
had to don their basketball 
clothing in a building some 
Tn*c$tone 
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distance from where the game 
was to be played. And oc­ 
casionally, if the home fans 
disapproved of the tilt's out­ 
come. the players had to do a bit 
of gauntlet running to reach a 
place of refuge. 
Perhaps the first out-of-town 
game played by Rushville initial 
organized high school team vías 
at Richmond in 1908. This till 
was played among the posts on 
the 3rd floor of the old school 
building there. Arrangements 
didn't permit a basket at either 
end of the room, so the goals 
were located on opposite sides of 
a stage at one end of the playing 
floor. 
Lamp black was tossed on the 
court when the local boys were 
playing ball on the old skating 
rink at Connersville, some of the 
old 
hardwood 
performers 
recall 
In one of the early games 
played 
by 
Rushville 
at 
Columbus, the gymnasium 
consisted of three rooms. The 
centers jumped in a middle 
room, and then the battle was 
waged in two adjoining rooms 
which contained the goals. 
Posts also adorned the 
playing floor at the Carthage 
School and as late as 1920 the 
players dodged around these 
pillars. One of Rushville’s first 
squads performed on a gravel 
court at Morristown. 
No set plays were used in 
basketball’s infancy. The only 
signals were given by the center 
as an indication to which team 
mate he intended to tip the ball. 
The high school girls took 
basketball about the same time 
as the boys did. Local papers of 
1907 reveal that the RHS girls 
had organized a team, with 
Mary Neutzenhelzer as captain. 
Middy blouses and large, 
baggy bloomers formed the 
basketball outfits for the girls. 
There were no scanty costumes 
which make the present-day 
feminine teams so attractive to 
fans of the opposite sex. 
There have been few to 
dispute the several assertions 
that W. O. Headlee really was 
the "father of Rush County 
basketball.” 
As principal of the Richland 
grade school, Headlee is said to 
have introduced the game there 
almost 40 years (in 1900) ago. 
Like many dates in this article, 
the year basketball came to 
Rush County remains vague and 
unverified, but there is little 
doubt that the Richland school 
boys were playing at this sport 
as early as 1902, and perhaps 
even a couple of years before 
that. 
At any rate, Professor 
Headlee doubtless was the first 
person to introduce basketball 
locally, although the sport didn’t 
get beyond the Richland and 
Andersonville communities for 
a few years.

\ \ 11 e n I h ey v i * re nosed out by 
Marion in the first round

In 1925 Rushville was again 
torpedoed by Marion after 
winning entrance to the state 
tourney. 
Slate Game Win 
In 1928 and 1929 Rushville 
advanced to the state tourney to 
be eliminated by Logan sport in 
the first round in 1928, but they 
finally managed a win there in 
1929 by taking out Winamac. 
The local boys, however, 
dropped their second game to 
powerful Washington 
After Con ners v i 11 e t ri u m phed 
in the 1930 regional, Rushville 
came back the next year and 
won a fabulous, last-minute 
victory over Horace Mannof 
Gary when substitute Howard 
Walker, hit from back of center. 
Wiley of Terre Haute drubbed 
the locals in the second round of 
state tourney plav that year. 


Milroy Was First 


The Inst sectional tourney at 
Rushville was won by Milroy in 
1920, which tea.m went to the 
state tourney. There was no 
regional 
The Milroy net ter defeated 
Ridgeville there in the first 
round, and them bowed to 
Hartford Citv in the second. 


Although grade school boys 
and girls at Richland, and 
Andersonville were playing 
basketball before anybody else 
in this community, most, of the 
Rush County towns started in 
about the same time. Several of 
these township high schools 
organized teams prior to Rush- 
ville’s first official squad.
